Free Trade Lectures. 


Day after day our telegraphic columns 
contain reports of free trade meetings in 
different parts of the country, under the 
| auspices of the New York Free Trade 
| League. The chief spokesmen on these 
_ occasions are Professor Perry, the able po- 
litical economist, and Mahlon Sands, sec- 
retary of the league. If the telegraphic 
reports are to be believed, these meetings 
are everywhere largely attended, and it ie 
to be hoped they will have the good effect 
of arousing the public mind to a realiz- 
ing sense of the injury done to the coun- 
try by the absurd and ruinous tariff which 
the protectionists of the East have been | 
rich and powerful enough to impose upon 
us. The revenue system of the country, 
in both its branches, is sadly in need of re- 
faam,and as there is s formidable organi- 
zation in the East directly interested in 
perpetuating many of the most glaring of 
its abuses, it is importaat that the people 


of the South and West should de 


clare their hostility te the designs 


and policy of the  protectionists, 
and take immediate steps not only 
to prevent any further legislation in the 
interest of mopopolies, but te bring about 
a repeal of so much of the existing laws as 
are antagonistic to the fundamental pria- 
ciples of free wade. “We may be very sure 
that the protectioniste will be on hand in 
fall force and with heavy purses at the 
opening of the next seamen of Congress, 
and unless a strong public opiaion of « 
hostile character is developed and mani- 
feasted, their schemes will be pretty certain 
to succeed. Prebably something will be 
done by eur next Congress in the way ol 
remitting taxes. New, it is of the utmost 
importance that those taxes sheuld be se 
jected for remission which yield the least 
revenue alter deducting cost of collection. 
But will there be amy one at Washington 
to see that the public interest is protected 
in this matter? Very likely not. Our 
only hope lies in bringing to bear 
upon Congress the influence of a vigilant 


und emphatic public opinion in behalf of 


economy and revenue reform. The 
monopolists, however, will be well 
represented. The wool maautacturer, the 
fron, steel, salt and lumber interests, 
and all others who have special purposes 
to serve or carry, will make sure that noth- 
ing is done detrimental to their prosperity. 
Hence the struggle will be between the 
lobby and the people for the control of 
Congress. The duty of the people thea is 
obvious. By public meetings they should 
make known their sentiments, and their 
representatives in Congress should be made 
te realize that political death will be the 
inevitable fate of any ma who dares to 
vote the public moneys for any other pur- 
pose than the public good. 

It is not our present tntention, however, 
to discuss the tariff and revenue questions. 
But what we should Ake is to have these 
important matters discussed, in this city, 
by Professor Perry and the gentleman 
traveling withhim. Last night they held 
torth at Chicago, and Monday night they 
are to speak at St. Louis by invitation of a 
number of prominent citizens of that city. 
Alter that they fill an appointment in Cin- 
cinnati. Our city alone, of all the large 
towns of the West, has declined to accept 
the offer of the New York FreeTradeLeague 
to send their lecturers to any place, 
free of charge, that will furnish an audi- 
ence and a hall. The cost therefore of 
bearing Professor Perry would not exceed 
one hundred dollars, and probably would 
not amount to over sixty dollars. Will 
not some of our public-spirited citizens 
invite him to address us? For the sake of 
our own highest good let us throw off this 
lethargy and take a more active share in 


the hot battle of ideas and opinions that 


is raging all around us.
